Well 
made and reasonably priced shirts of good fabrics are widely sold today. 
T h a i ’s our conclusion after studyin g shirts in our textile laboratory, and 
in checking wearing qualities and performance in actual use by the w ea r­ 
ing squad formed of men mem bers of our ln>titute staff.

F ro m our talks with men and W’omen we have 
concluded, also, that shrinkage is the cause of the 
greatest dissatisfaction with shirts. Shrinkage of the 
collar in part icular causes trouble. This shrinkage is 
usually g ra d u al: the collar gets a little tigh ter with 
each washing. Recently we checked the shrinkage of 
a num ber of shirts, some labeled “ p re sh ru n k ” ; some 
“ S anfo riz ed-s hru nk”, and some with no claim at all.

We found that those labeled '‘pres hru nk” shrun k 
in length anywhere from not at all to 5%, and the 
sam e v a ri ati on showed up in width. Those shirts la ­ 
beled “ Sanforized-s h ru n k ” were found to have almost 
no shrin kage; in fact, our largest figure was 0.7C'r, 
an am o u n t that would never be felt in the fit of a shirt. 


The Federal Trade Commission has rubai th a t 
claims cannot be made fo r shrinkage on cotton, unless 
there is a st ate m ent giving the amou nt of residual shrinkage rem aining 
in the fabric. This ruling applies to beth cotton yang goods and g a rm en ts. 
Look for this information when you buy. It will help you to get be tte r 
comfort, fit and wear. Look for othei labels and guides, too, which identify 
such qualities as fast colors. F o r example, the Color Tested label which 
is aw arded by an impartial te stin g laboratory to fabrics which have been 
round fast to light, washin g and perspiration, lf you do not find such 
labels, ask for them; let your stores know you consider them invaluable 
guides to good wearing qualities. If you persist in making known your 
interest, your stores, in order to serve you better, will sec that the m e r ­ 
chandise they stock carries these informative labels. 


T urn up the collars of soiled shirts before p u tt in g them in the h a m p e r 
or laundry beg. to prevent rubbing along th*' fold line. If you wash th em 
yourself, here is the method we recommend. 


First, the soiled rim or edge of collars and cuffs should be brushed 
with thick lather. A good suds with ad soap dissolved should be made in 
w a te r heated to about 126” F. The shirts should be washed for 5 or IO 
minutes and rinsed in clear w a te r of the same tempera ture , then in clear, 
cool water. If the shirts a re rinsed by hand, and not in the washing 
machine, they should be put th rough three rinse waters, lf you do not 
have a washin g machine, you will find a hand plunger useful. 


Specially processed collars that need no starch ing should b» ironed 
while quite damp. The movement of tis*,* iron should be from the points 
toward the back of the colla -. W hen puttin g them thorugh the wringer 
lo riot crush them, but open them out fiat ami pass them throug h neatly’
